by my good will. Which courſe I haue found 

to be very agreeable with any Hawke,in health, 

or in meãne eſtate, and to preuaile as much with 
her, in ſcouring or clenſing the place that har - 
bours or containes it, of 1 e matter 
therein contained, to the deſired wiſh or con- 
tentment of the beholder; for w hoſe further (a-

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of knowledge cauſe her. cuerlaſtingly to hate 
the fame, or at leaſt alwayes to bee nice and vn- 
willing to take it; which is one moſt vile condi- 
tion, and doth condemne the Keeper, either in 
his iudgement or carefulnc ſſe, or both; for the 
beſt or skilfulleſt that is cannot gouerne ſuch an 
Hawke as ſhee ought to bee. And becauſe l haue 
writtẽ lo largly before, I wil now briefly let you 
vnderRid,that at the firſt reclaiming & making, 
is the time to teach her, when as with good meat 
cleanedrefled and waſhed, and reaſonable gor- 
ges of the ſame, with the like time adioyned, you 
muſt get her a good ſtomacke before you prof- 
fer her one caſting, and then ſhee will not bee 
nice or curious to take it; alwayes being minde- 
ſull that it be no more in quantitie, but that ſhe 
may well and eaſily ſwallowʒ; and then when the 
hath ſo done, preſently put on her hood, and 
ſuddenly giue her one bitte or two of meate to 
pleaſe her withall; then make a little ſtay; vntill 
you perceive aſſuredly that ſhee hath put it 
downe into her pannellzwhich being perceiued 
ut on her hood againe, and giue her a reaſona- 
ble ſupper: and this courſe it is fit ſnould be ta- 
ken with her continually, as aſter the receit of 
her caſting, as you haue heard, to let her ſit in 
her hood vntill ſhee hath put it into her pannell, 
and you ſhall ſee it will not be long before ſhee 
will vnderſtand what ſhee ſhould doe; and in all 
loue vnto it, will haſten without any niceneſſe 
to tale it euen of it ſelfe expecting a preſent re-.

in her putting ouer and imbowellingʒ the which.

On theſe conſiderations, after my Hawke is 
well inſeamed, and in flying, I faile not, ſo neere 

as I can, to giue her plumage euery night when 

I feed her vp: contrariwiſe, when ſhee doth reſt 
from her labour, then I feede her very cleane 
without any caſting at all, and ſo doe ſer her vp 

Of caſting. foreſt: then doe I cut and faſhion a caſting of 
woollen to my liking, and lay it in faire water all 

night, and the next morning doe riſe very ear- 
Iy, and doe offer her the ſame, well ſoaked, coo- 
led and waſhed ; the which ſhee will not refuſe 
to take willingly, ſitting till on her pearch, being 
formerly wonted and accuſtomed vnto it, and 
will put it downe into her pannell; and within

hath wrought vpon it, and findes little or no 
commoditie gained therby, then doth her emp-

Thus in my owne obſeruation I haue gathe- 
red, that this kinde of caſting is not firto be gi- 
uen vſually at the night time vnto the ſoundeſt 
Hawke of this kinde, eſpecially with any ſtore of 
meate that may giue cauſe vnto her to keepe it 
long: for triall whereof, you ſhall perceive in the 
morning that it hath vexed her in her ſtomacke, 
and hindered her digeſtion, and that fhee hath 
beene weatie of it with detaining it ſo long. For 
triall whereof, oft times it forceth her to caſt be- 
fore her due houre, or that ſnee hath perfectly

carebehadinthevnderfizing of it; the which 
many are much ouerſeene in, and oftentimes o- 


uerſtraine their Hamtes with too great caſtings 


of ſuch kinde, as will not with her in ward and 
naturall working be ſo falhioned and mollified, 
as that ſhe may caſt it agaln with any reaſonable 
eaſines, or without much preiudice to her ſelfe. 
Alſo others doe vie to giue quilles and ſuch 
like vnto theſe kind of Hates, both in their in- 
ſeaming and flying time: but for my owne part 
Iioyne not with them in the like opinion, but 
rather doe eſteeme of them as vaine and ſuper- 
fluous imaginations, and conceits proceeding 
from mutable and vnconſtant affections, then 
from any effects of certentie or probable con- 
eluſions: only this hath heen mine on courſe, 


when L haue found my Haie any whit to di- 
ſtaſte or diſlike of ſuch kinde of vnnatvrall cot- 


ton caſtings, I ſodainely leſt them, and did be- 
take my ſelfe to Iukes, and ſometimes to Hares 
or Conies feete, the bones and wooll well bro- 
ken together; the which Ineuer found to diſa· 
gree any whit with her, but alwayes hath 
wrought to good purpoſe, and the like effects 
in her. And whoſoeuer he be that is cleanelv in 
his manner of dyet or feeding, and for the quan. 
titie, with the carefull ordering of the ſame, 
moſt aſſuredly ſnalbneuer haue any occaſionto 


vſe ſuch kinde of extraordinary courſes. Vet 


I know there bee many men that would haue 
their Hawkes to flie well, and hee at their com- 
| = mand, 


, 
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mand, with groſſe and bloudie meate giuen and 
continued vnto them, euen as if they were ſtill in 
the Mew; and they will not through any coun- 
ſell bee aduiſed from that courſe, although they 
plainly percciue what inconuenience belongeth 
vnto it:as firſt, they wil ſeeme and make ſhew to 
be, as it were, blind & careleſſe, whẽ they ſhould 
be moſt careful & watchful to ſee & fly for their 
own reward, & content of their keeper: alſo they 
wil loyter & ſit drowſily behind, whẽ they ſhold 
be moſt diligent to attend & draw after thẽ, nay 
although they fal to raling or ſoring quite away 
from them, yet they will be ſs ſhallow witted or 
otherwiſe lelfe-wil conceited, as either they can- 
not or will not iudge of the true cauſe of their 
idlenes or diſobedience towards them, which is 
nothing but the imperfectneſſe of the tomack, 
that is grown ſo cold, & glotted with foule feed 


vnwaſht, & great gorges. I do not deny, but that 


hot and bloudy meat is neceſſary & good, if he 
that giues it knows when it is fit to beſtow it, o- 
ther wile it auaileth nothing towards the effectu- 
al working of his deſire. For example, take the 
wilde Hawke from the Cage, or otherwiſe from 
the Mew the Hawke that hath beene flone, and 
continue your former wonted manner of fee- 
ding with bloudie meate vnto her, although 
diuiding the ſame with your beſt diſcretion, 
and taking away the fatte and groſſeſt ſub- 
ſtance from it; alſo to plye her with caſting, 
carriage, and all the paines with watching, and

Vet neuertheleſſe, it you omit, 
and be ſlacke to take the bloud away with well 
waſhing, you ſhall be new to ſecke;for your la- 
bouris all in vaine, and thee will not bee reclai- 
med or forced to be ſubiect to your will, but wil 
continue in a manner towards you both wilde 
and ramage ſtill, whenſoeuer you ſhall croſſe 
her looſe abroad: and therefore I would haue 
to ynderſtand, that the vnreclaimed and vnclean 
Hawke, of this kind or any other, ought to bee 


reclaimed, inſeamed, and made to flye, with 


good meate cleane dreſſed and waſhed, and for 
theſe Hawkes, the water dryed out againe with a 
faire cloath, anda continuall courſe held in the 
ſame all their flying time, vnleſſe on due conſi- 
deration and iuſt cauſe being moued to the con- 
trarie; as vnto a ſicke or craſie Hawke, with due 
reſpe& vnto the eyes, or hot and eager mettelled 
Hawke; as allo vnto the ſoundeſt and hardeſt 
Hawkethatis, as when ſhee ſhall haue continual 
hard flying, and kills often, then may you with 
boldneſſe, and diſcretion inthe quantitie, giue 
vnto her bloudy rewards, and three or foure 
times in the weeke ſuppers of the ſame, as of

ken away, there is no content to be had, nor ſub- 
iection to be looked for abroad, when ſhee is at 
libertie and her owne diſpoſing, but altogether 
offenſiueneſſe and vexation. For as I haue of- 
ten told youlthat) is the only marke you ought 
to ayme at, it ties and binds her to all other con- 
ditions you can deſite to haue her furniſhed 
withall. And on the contrary, it ſeuers and ſe- 
parates aſunder the one from the other, and 
makes her as a wilde and vntamed Hawke. Allo 
it is very neceſſary that this one thing be well 
obſerued all the flying time, either to the field or 
couart, but eſpecially during that time, becauſe 
then for the moſt part, the weather is diſpoſed 


to ſharpneſſe and cold: for which cauſe you 


ought not to ſuffer any Hawke of that kinde to 
be faſting too longʒ for it breedeth much winde 
in them, the which they are all ſubiect vnto, and 
wil appeare often with ariſing in the gorge, and 
a noiſe withall of croking ; the one may bee felt

one bit when her hood is on. Alſo if yon chance 
to ſpend an houre more before you finde your 
flight, giue her another bit; and ſo after this 
manuer in your owne diſcretion. Afterwards, 
during the time of your recreation and ſporting 
abroad, compare or equall ſo your meate with 
the length or ſhortneſſe of time, as that ſhe ſhall 
neuer be ouer emptie, yet neuertheleſſe ſhal euer 
haue a perfect appetite, and good courage to fly 
after the beſt manner, and a well able and ſtrong 
bodie to maintaine the ſame withall, which o- 
therwiſe through long faſting would ſoone bee 
weakened and brought to poore eſtate. Alſo, as 
touching cold meate, whenſoeuer you doe feed 
with any of it, it ſhall profit you nothing to 
walh it, ſo be it becleane; for the bloud therein 
being cold, the ſtrength therof for the moſt part 
is decayed, by which meanes it hath loſt the 
principall force and vigor of it, through the 
which it would the better haue fed and nouriſh- 
ed: Iwill aduiſe no mail to vſeit, but as ſeldome 
as he may, for a continuance of it breeds pouer- 
tie and many other dilcaſes.

ver be reclaimed againe; for it is that eſpecially 
that draweth, and alſo forceth her to become 
louing and friendly to that whieh ſhee formerly 


Thus haue Iheretofore in ſome ſort ſheed 
you, how. ſtrange and coy a Hawkethe Goſbewke 
is ʒ nice andi curious to be handied; how apte 
ſhee is to take diſlike at any teiflivg toy: and 

n therefore 
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tkerefore as I haue formerly aduiſed for other 
Hawkes, ſa eſpecially for her, you had neede to 
to be more citcumſpect and carefull with all di- 
ligent heed at her firſt reclaiming and making; 
for as ſhee is then ſaſhioned, ſhee will euer after 
with reaſonable paines and gouernment frame 
her ſelfe towards you in all her actions. And I 
will heere, aceording to mine one ſimple still 
and order vſed in mine owne practiſe, ſneœ you 
the way vnto the ſame.

CHAP. XI. 
To reclaime the Hawke from the Cage. 


Hen you ſhall haue one of thele 
98- Hawks brought firſt vnto your hand, 
it is meete that by your arte and beſt 
endeanour, you doe then prepare and

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uaue deſarued much more p 


5 make her readic to bee reclaimed after this: 


manner. 

Giue her a fortnighes carriage or more as ſhe- 
is in her rufter: hood, alwaycs ftroaking and 
playing with her, with your hand, or a fearher- 
in ſtead thereof;andalioin her diet, to be as care- 
foll to feed cleane with waſhed meate, by which 
meanes ſhee may be brought the ſooner to haue 
a good ſtomacke, and be gentle and ell pleaſed: 
to be handled, which you ſhall finde afterwards 
to be agreat benefit and furthering in her reclai- 
ming and making: then when you haue ſo done 
and taken that paines with her, and that you do 
finde her to bee gentle indeed, and pliable to 
your will; (the which you ſhall perceive by her 
griping and liſtning to your voice, whiſtle or 
chirping, or eager feeding: ). 

Then having one encaiagyoan water with 
pepper NN and when you baue, accor- 
ding to the order and accuſtomed manner, well 
waſhed and peppered her, take off her rufter- 
hood, being fare to haue another that is fit and 


ceaſie to be put on; and ſikemiſe afterward now 


and then, as you (hall ſee ĩuſt cauſe hen as you 
ſhall find herfomecke and gently diſpoſed, that 
you may dog 7 re k her: whereas 


otherwiſe without this former paines and pre- 


paration, ſhee would altogether haue wanteda 


ſtomacke, and continued fo much che longer, 
boch mmmage and wilde, the which would: 
ines and labour of 
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her Keeper. But to returne, as ſhee groweth a 

little to be drio, put on her hood, and giue het 4 
bit of good meate vpon it, to pleaſe and refreffi 
her withall; and ſo holding this courſe to hood 
gently and vnhood, now and then not forget- 
ting her reward euer after it is on, vntill ſhee bee 
throughly dryed, and afterwards the moſt part 
of the night; then you may ſet her downe bare 
faced, to haue two or three houres fleepe or reſt; 


and be ſure it be in a ſpeciall warme place, and A good ca. 
on adrie and warme pearch on high, for thoſe vet. 


Kinde of Hates hee very ſubiect to take cold, 
and apte to haue the crampe on ſuch occa- 
Thus when ſhee and your ſelfe hath taken 2 
little reſt, then ſee that you doe dra by degrees 
ſoftly vnro her, with ſnew of meat in your hand, 
withall vſing your voice or tongue, with chir- 
ing and whiffling vnto her, vntill you haue ta- 
en her gently to your fiſt; when as dividing 
one meale into ſeuerall parts,beftow it ſo on her 
for the moſt part after her hood is put one and 
to continue this order with her in che day time 
for a whale, it will be = ood; vntill you doe 
finde her well reclaimed; for it will cauſe her to 
loo le for the hood, and take delight to haue it 
put on, when ſhee fhall finde her felfe alwayes 
o wellrewarded and pleaſed afterward.” '** * 
And as I haue heretofore giuen yon to yn- 
derſtand, that euery Hawke is not alſte intheir 
naturall diſpoſition, but are much diffeting the 
14 B'S 00 
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nature of 
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one from the other: ſo allo and theretore you 
ought to bee the more carefuil to obſerue and 
marke diligently how {hee is diſpoſed, and to 
order and rule her according to the ſame: Por 
example, if you doe finde her to bee tutchie or 
niccly addicted, and curious to entertaine and 
accept of your hand and the hood to come 
neare her head; then muſt you forbeare to pra- 
Riſe and bee doing often in the day time with 
her: but as I haue ſhewed you, ſeldome, bur at 
her feeding, or elſe late in the night time, when 
as you ſhall finde her more willing to take the 
ſame. 

Thus having ſo wel & perfectly accompliſh- 
ed your delire in herreclaiming familiarity. and 
imboldening: it wil now be good time to teach 
her to iumpe and come to the fiſt, euer being 
mindfull of the ſtomack that it may be perfect; 
for as Ihaue let you to vnderſtand, ho coy and 
ſtately a bird the Goſhawke is, and whereas other 
Hawkes of contrary kinde are vſed to come to a 
Lure, throwne ſome diſtance from the man: 
contrariwiſe, {hee being a Hawke of the fiſt, 
muſt, if ſhe be vſed and taught as ſnee ought to 
be, be made to come home cloſe to the body ot 
the man, with boldneſſe to his hand, and ſtout- 
Nicks K familiaritie, and without nnyrfeate 

o ſeize * the ſame, during his plea- 


ſure; which-ſhee will neuer bee forced to doe 
with all the arte in the world, if ker ſtomacke be 


any whit imperfect:.

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But to returne; when you haue taught her to Hue care 
iumpe readily to the fiſt, which is a thing ſo eaſie 24 fe 


and ordinaty with the ſimpleſt to be effected, as 
that I ſhall not need to preſcribe any rule or or: 
der for the ſame. But afterwards, let the next 


ſteppe or leſſon be not much more further from farbe well 


y ou, then that which we call jumping to the fiſt: 


but, as I haue ſaid before, diuide one meale into eught ro bee 


more, and let her come and be called oftentimes 
in a day, if it be poſſible, and not aboue twentie 
or fortie yards at the moſt from the man, for a 
weeke or a fortnight together; which will ſo⸗ 
quickly and ſurely make her perfect, with ſuch 
boldnes & familiaritie, as that ſhe will neuer vn- 
derſtand what it is to checke at the fiſt: but with 
this order and due time taken and ioyned toge- 
ther, will proue a certaine and bold commer, 
which is a ſpeciall good qualitie in one of thoſe 
- Hawkes: beſides, it will cauſe her to come and 
draw at any time of the day; for it is the tying 
and holding of thoſe kind of Hates, to one 
meale, and one houre, which is towards the eue- 
ning, that cauſeth them not to come or draw 
vntill that time, which vile condition the moſt 
of them be ſubiect vnto. Alſo, as I haue ſhewed 
you, to take good time in the making and tea- 


ching of her to come and to draw, before you 


offer her to flye, is the onely meanes to ſhew her 
ſelfe what ſhec is, and what mettle ſhee is of, 
and through which you may keepe her full luſty 
and ſtrong, whereby ſhee may bee ſufficiently

way to his fiſt, al- 
thogh the neuer loo-

And whereas many a man glorieth and dee-

and a good concluſion, afterwards it ſhall dee 
found imperfect, and hee fhall be ne to ſeete, 
for his Hewke hath hardly bin taught one good 
qualitie or artiſiciall condition. | 
Alſo he cannot chooſe hut pull off her fleſh, 


whereby her haughtineſſe iv abated, which de- 
| £1 priveth 
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priucth her of her mettle and courage, and ab- 
lolutely ſpoileth the Hale: for there is not any 
one of tharkinde that will flye well, how good 
ſoeuer ſhee either was or is, being any whit im- 
poueriſhed or brought low; neither will they 
lat healthfull, but will bee alwayes ſubiect to 
fickneſle; through one infirmitte or other that 
ariſerh thereon. 

Therefore whoſocner coneteth to keepe a. 
Hawke of that nature and kind, expecting plea- 
ſare and contentment from her,with health and 

ſtrength together to maintainerhe ſame,muft 
not faile to take good time to teacher, and 
then by his arte and diligent endeauour 

he ſhall not be any way deceiued, but 

moſt aſſuredly ſuall finde all the 
ſpirit and mextle that natu- 
rally was carried or 
bred in her. |

And thus to conſider what a toyle and vexa- 
tion this muſt needs bring to him that ſhall fol- 
low her; it would make any man care and couet 
with all diligence ro preuent ſuch a miſchiefe at 
the firſt, before it doe come: the vhich to effect, 
this courſe you muſt take; walke with her to the 
young woods or groues betimes in the after- 
noone, hauing before prepared her ftomacke fit

her firſt teaching, once amongſt the dogges, and 
let her take it, being in her leaſh, chat ſhee may 
not carrie it from you; and whileſt ſhe ſits there 
and plumes, make her ſupper readie; take her 
gently to your fiſt, and there content her: then 
walking towards your home, with ioy in your 
e and much good likelihood to haue no 
wor ſe thereafter, you may well conſider and 
determine of the next oportunitie, and after rhe 
ſame maner howto order and vſe her; by which 
meanes, no doubt but you ſhall very ſuddenly 
attaine to your one expected deſite, and haue 
an excellent Hawke, and by all meanes flye her 
to the field all the firſt yeare, and let her not ſee 
the Feſant at all, for that will draw her loue from 
the Partridge, and make her giue them ouer;

It was once mine owne chance to haue ſuch 

a one in my cuſtodie, that in her falling I percei- 
ued to be very ſluggiſh and heauie, which ſoone 
altered my opinion of her, and withdrew. my 
former affection almoſt quite from her: yet on 
further conſideration I began to think with my 
ſclfe, that ſeeing I had gone ſo farre with her, I 
would not ſo leaue her, for a little more paines, 
vntill I had had ſame further triall of her; and 
then this direct courſe I rooke preſently with 
. | 

It was very early of the yeare Whẽ asl ſhewed 
her markt Partridge, that I ſprung, and ſuffered 
to reſt long after: of the which, and after this 
manner, ſhee killed me, in two or three dayes, 


ſometwo or three brace, euen at the catch, in a 


very little ſpace zin ſo much · as I perceived b 
a going, that ſhee knew them well he 
alſo was very hot on them, and as buſily diſpa-

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good concluſion. Aſterward in proceſſe oftime 
it was my happe td ſhew her diuers Partridge, 
that were ſprung further from mee, then ſhee 
was vſed to fly, to the which I offred my Hawke; 
but after the old: prouerbe, Who ſo blinde, as hee 
that will nat ſee? and ſo my Hawke would none, 
but caſt her regards another way. 

After which, I began to call to minde and 
confider of her ill nature, and alſo of my owne 
foolifh and former error, how that T had too 
long at firſt taught her to ſnatch and catch them 
vp at ſouce, and nuzled herſtoo much therein: 
Like wiſe, that I obſerued no times, but flew her 
at aduenture and out of ſeaſon, as too early, or 
in the heate of the day:neither had I any due re- 
ſpect vnto her ſtomac ke. 

And thus all things being thouglit on, I de- 
termined to reſt her two or three dayes: and 
whereas at the firſt, when {hee pleaſed mee, I 
was too louing and fond on her, and alſo did 
too richh reward her (which hath beene a fault 
in my ſelfe, I am ſure, and, I thinke, in many an- 
other.)

arme and prepare himſelfe with diſcretion, to

Euen ſo likewiſe when you haue taught your 
Hawhe to goe, and to come againe vnto your 


fiſt, and that as you thinke ſhee is readie in all

at what yon lift, or would haue her to kill: but 
you muſt farther conſider whatkinde of thing 
ſuch a Hewke in her wildeneſſe doth vſe to prey 
and live vpon, and is poſſible for the man by 
his arte to make her vnto. 
Then all this being well conſidered and 
thought on, you may make your choice, as of 


which one particular thing you would haue her 


moſt addicted vnto, and to loue better then the 


reſt, for your owne delight and pleaſure; ſo as if 


you thinke well euen of the Rooke, a fowle, 
which although there is not much worth in the

Then the next time you intend to walke a- 
broad, let your traine be a flyer, and placed atone 
end of a long creance, with a peg put ſlightly in- 
to the ground, only to ſtay it, and no more, ſome 
yard or two from the end, vhereunto the traine 
is faſtened; and at the other end of the creance a 
marke ſet whereby you may readily find ĩt:then 
draw towards it, and vnhood your Hawke, that 
ſhee may ſee it; and when ſhee hath found it, 
and is gone from the faſt well towards it, be ſure 
to pull vp the peg, that when the traine ſhall ſce 
her well neare come at it, it may haue ſome li- 
bertie to flye, although it bee but neuer ſo little 
before ſhee doe tałe it. Es. 
Thus if you can after this manner in your 
diſcretion, let her kill ſome two or three more, 
and ſo order the matter with the creance, that 
when the Hawke ſhal be almoſt at it, euen then it

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The Taſſell is farre more ſit to be flone to this 
flight, or any other ſuch ſmall flight, then the 
Hate is, and ſhee is ESL 
meeteſt for the other 
great flights, as the 
Gooſe or the Hea- 
ron, and none but 
ſhee: I haue ſeene 
my ſelfe a Taſſel that 
would very ſeldome 
miſſe one flight in 
ten, but would pur- 
uey for many ether | 
Hawkes ; and which way ſocuer he was carried, 
he was found certaine and ſure in his ſeruice, and 
ſaued both man and horſe much labour, and al- 
ſo what other charge belonged to that place, as 
ſhot and powder, with peece and ſuch like; and 
yet he was neuer worth one groate for the Par- 
tridge: neuertheleſſe for his other ſeruice in my 
owne eſtimation he right well deſerued, not on- 
ly his owne ſuſtenance, but alſo due praiſe and 
commedation.Alſo as I haue told you, after this 
manner you may teach the Hamte to kill the 
Gooſe or the Hearon, and ſhee will quickly 
grow farre in loue with them, if ſhee be well trai- 
ned; yet the Goole is a ſtrong fowle, and will of- 
tentimes wrong a Hawke very much with her 
wings: therefore beware you giue no traines vn- 
brayld of both wings, vntill the Hate be well 
blouded; ſo ſhall you bee ſure to incourage her 
e through 
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througbly, and preuent all danger that may o- 
therwiſe happen in her making. For I didknow 
right well my ſelfe one Hawke, that had one of 
her eyes cleape beaten out with the pinion of a 
Goole wing, and were oftentimes before very 
much bruſhed and beaten with them; for which 
cauſcitisnotfitto flye thereunto without one 
Horſe in the company, to haſte in to ſuccour- 
and helpe the Hawke. 

There be many of theſe Hawkesthat be very 
large and ſtrong, and withall as heauie and ſlug- 
cilhof their wings, and therefore will neuer hold. 
out to any of the long flights, but altogether do 
ſhift and get theiv prey by ſubtiltie and craft ;. 
neuertheleſſe the moſt of them are very hardie 
to ſeize on any thing. And theſo be they that are 
moſt fit to be made and taught to flye to theſe 
ſhort and great flights, and to catch at the ſud- 

denſowce; which they will very quickly 

learne to doe with your one arte 
and affiftance, becauſe their owne 
nature doth very much di- 
rect and leade them e- 
uon vnto it. 
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i alſo in my proceeding, with 
them to ioyne ſome others, 
— the which I haue not forgot- 
ten to ſpeake of: ſo alſo let me bee no more vn- 
mind full of one demie creature, that for her ſpi- 
rit and mettle, is well worthy to martch in the 
beſt company, and therein is nothing inferiour: 
The Sparhumie I meane, which I haue knowne 
to be of great worth and eſtimation, for the well 
performing her ſeruice, with great delight and 
DD 
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and policie to take any thing ſhee ſhall bee made 
to, and the manner how, as at the firſt ſight of 
the thing where withal ſhe intendeth to incoun- 
ter, to behold how, and in what maner ſhe firſt 
falleth flat to the fiſt, ſhewing thereby her imbe- 
cillitte and vnableneſſe of bodie, for ſuch vne« 
quall matches: withall, as it were with diſcretion 
and deliberation, findeth her beſt aduantage; 
and ſo expecting the ſpeedie preſence of her 
Keeper, and his kinde afſiſtance in the skirmiſh, 
away ſhee goeth couragiouſly , cloſe by the 
ground and nimbly, ta the wilde Crow, the 
Reoke,the Mee, the Lapwing, the Ringdoue, 
the Houſedoue on the lands, the Pie- annit, the 
brauing and chattering Taye ; and there is none 
of all theſe fowles, beſides ſome others that I 
haue omitted, but after this manner ſhee will 
make ſubie& to her command, and yeeld to the 
mercie of her ſharpe and piercing tallants. And 
for the Partridge, I haue likewiſe know ne her as 
great a commander, and to hold out, and conti- 
nue all the Sommer time, as well as any other 
Hawkes would doe. And now on the contrarie 
(ſhee) poore prettie Birde, is of no requeſt or 
reckoningat all, but is almoſt quite forgotten of 
all men: for the which they are much to blame 
vndoubredly ; for by experience, I know, du- 
ring that ſeaſon, there is no better Xawke then 
ſhce, if ſhee be kept as ſhee ought to bee, high, 
luſtie, and ſtrong: but in theſe dayes the yong 
nan bath fo decpely addicted himkel clout 
and 
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and idleneſſe, with drowſie ſluggiſhneſſe, and 
other wandering mutabilities, as that he had ra- 
ther dye then to meddle with a Hawke that will 
require either labour or attendance early or late, 
or any other time of the day, but will reclaime 
and make their Hawkes gentle with bating and 
hanging by the heeles, which is the cauſe, and for 
want of better guiding, that theſe poore ſilly 
birds be not able to performe their ſeruice, which 
otherwiſe they would doe; for you muſt vnder- 
ſtand they be all but wretches, of little and ſmall 
ſtrength; and to haue any part of that dimini- 
ſhed or taken away, it is not poſſible they ſhould 
be able to maintaine their flight: but otherwiſe, 
to bee ſtrongly kept in the Hood, and alwayes 
flone from the ſame, fhee is a molt excellent 
Hawke, and will kill more Partridge in oneday, 
then the beſt long-winged Hawke.will doe in 

_two; and ſhee is for euery place, you need make 
no difference of thicke or thinne. And for her 
dyet, that would be of the daintieſt meate you 
can get, vnleſſe in other times of reſt, and alſo 
then, not forgetting to: waſh it welland drie it 

againe, eſpecially if ſnee bee mued: likewiſe a- 
gainſt ſhee is to flye, hee muſt bee prepared af- 
ter the ſame manner, with a ſhort cut to put a 
perfect edge on her, and then ſhee will flye after 

the beſt manner; and no Hawke with more fpi- 
rit and mettle then ſhee. Alſo ſhee would not 
be flone in the morning, vnleſſe ſnee bee prepa - 
red ouer- night with a ſhort and cleane ſupper 
ee, = 


forthe purpoſe und then thee will fiye for her 
owne reward, and 2 her — 
wiſe, you sought to haue alwvayes a prettie box a- 
bout — full of frefh Batter, mixed with a lit- 
tle Saffron and Sugarcandie, to giue with her 
meate now and then, or to care out of the box; 
which fhee will doe with great delight, ànd it 
will keepe her head euermore look, and in good

And 
for the Lanner her ſelfe, in my life time I haue 
heard heere and there one of them that hath 
beene called or accounted good; but as one 
Swallow maketh no Sqmmer, ſo one particula- 
ritie concludeth nq gencralitie : alſa and other- 
wiſe, the beſt good | ce! by them at any time, 
in the little experience that I haue had of them, 
doth alwayes appeare without true delight, after 
a tedious and baſe toyling kinde of faſhion, and 
in my opinion farre unſit to giuea Gentleman 
content in his ſport and recreation: and ſo I will 
ceaſe heere to 22 more in generall, but 
eſpecially in dilcommendations of them, left I 
ſhould ſeome offenſive to any, or to daunt the 
yong Raulrauor, or him that moſt of all for their 
ſowyndes and long laſting, deſires to practiſe and 
be dealing with them: but what was it that Þ

to order the Faulcon : and afterwards during her 
trayning, there muſt bee much time taken, and 
other wiſe the very ſelte · ſame ordering and out- 
ward manner of dealing, that I haue formerly 
appointed for the Haggart Faulcon, in any other 
booke of Hawking : ſo rhat it were but in vaine 
for mee to ſet downe any ether particular pre- 
ſcription ; and no doubt, but with ſuch well go- 
uerning, and good time taken, they may make 
good Hawkes: it was neuer my happe, to my 
remembrance, to ſee any more then one Caſt of 
them, and they neuer came to any perfection, 
but euen were deſtroyed through their one 
coyneſſe, and their Keepers ouer much haſte and 
raſhneſſe, and alſo his hard dealing in their diet, 
and with too much ſtoaning: and ſo I will 
ceaſè to ſay any more of them, but 
will proceed to the other of 
the ſame kind.

Here be many of theſe Hates that 
H hhath reaſonable ſpirits and mettle 
remaining in them, and doth ſome- 
ky 2 times proue good Hawkes, when it 
is their happes to light into their 
hands that hath iudge ment and knowledge to 
reclaime them. e | 
Alſo in my obſeruation they are very Ra- 
mage and coy Hawkes,and therein do differ very 
litele or nothing from the Haggart Faulcon, and 
it is as eaſie a matter to reclaime the one as the 
other; nay otherwiſe I hold it in generall, rather 
eaſier to make the Faulcon in euery reſpect more 
fit to be flone to the field then ſhee ; they be ſo

ſecond Bogke of Fakconrie, 
different in theirnatures ; for example, the Faul- 
cons, although they are not all of one diſpoſiri- 
on, yet almoſt the 
very worſt & ftub- 1 
borneſt in nature of 
the kinde, will bee 
made to become 
tractable & louing, 
both vnto man, 
horſe, and dog, with 
gentle and louing 
vſage, in due time 
beſtowed on them. 
For they are compoſed of a farre more choyce 
and delicate mettle, in reſpect of their bodily 
conſtitution, and alſo are louing and kinde, euen 
in their owne nature, as it were altogether dil- 
claiming their former courſe of wilde liuing, and 
wholly ſubiecting and ſubmitting themlelues 
to the man and his direction, in all francke and 
freeneſſe, with a maine and ſpiritfull perfoł- 
mance of their loue and ſervice to their K ee- 
er, x 

. On the contrarie part, the Lanner, as ſhee is 
nothing inferiour to the other in ramage and 
wildeneſſe, ſo is ſnee more hard of ward and of 
a farre more ſtrong and ſound conſtitution, and 
yet will not bee drawne by any gentle dealing 
to doe any thing, or to bee pleaſing to the man, 
but will euermore deſerue to haue ſpurges pu 
to her dull diſpoſition, to pricke ber forcibh 
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ward to performe her dutie ; and yet when you 
haue done the beſt you can, as manned her, lu- 
red, tray ned and ſtayed her; all which to effect, 
I can preſcribe no better courſe then the very 
famethat I haue ſpoken of, or taught in my o- 
ther Booke, for the Hag gart Faulcowonely, and 
excepting her dyet, for that muſt be conſidered 
of, with hard waſhed meate and ftones, more 
or leſſe, as you ſhall finde ker naturall incli- 
nation; for you muſt vnderſtand that they are 
not all alike, but doe differ as much as others 
_ ; and therefore ought to be regarded there 
after. 

Now when you have thus farre foorth effe- 
Qed your deſire, yet haue you not well conclu- 
ded with her, vnleſſe you bee mindfall of this 
one thing, and alſo haue well perfected the ſame; 
which is, that through your paines and sxilfull 
practiſe you doe well ſtay her, and by your arte 
alſo reſtraine her from ragging or carrying a- 
ny thing from you; the which ill qualitie, there 
is no one Hawke more ſubiect vnto then 
ſhee.

Therefore, to prevent the ſame; firſt, you 
muſt beware, chat if ſnee but once onely know- 
eth the Lure, that you lure her no more, but 
once at one time, and let that ſuffice, although 
you take the more time to make her, which ſhall 
bee the more for her good; for otherwiſe it will 
hazard the ſpoyle of her, or any other Hawke 
you intend to make to the field; for ſo ſoone as 


ſhee 
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ſhee once knoweth the Lure, ſhee will ſettle her 
loue on it, and deſire to hold it, and will be loath 
to be taken vp from it to bee. lured againe, and 
will quickly grow fearefull to let you or any o- 
ther man to come neare her, leſt ſhee ſhould be 
depriued of that which ſhiee chiefely deſiteth to 
enioy, and will dragge and couet to carie it from 
ou. 


Alſo during the time of her luring and tray- 


ning, you had need be carefull to order the bu- 


ſineſſe ſo, as that ſhee may haue her reward, for 


the moſt part, at your hand in bits, onely reſer- 
uing ſome ſmall quantitie to take hex to your fiſt 
withall: and all this while you muſt haue your 


Spaniels cloſe by you, as ſhee is on the ground, 


and euery day acquaint them well together; for 
they bee Hawkes of all other that bee moſt coy 


and fearefull to ſuffer any dogges to come neare 


them. 


Alſo at her firſt entring you ought to haue 


but fey dogges, and ſuch as be both coole and 
gentle, vntill ſhee bee well entred and alſo ac- 
quainted with them; and then ſhce will bee out 


of all danger, although ſhee fhould afterwards 


at ſometimes bee put beſides her prey, yet ſhee 
will not be beaten quite out of loue, or diſcou- 
raged therewith, but euen ſlightly will account 
of ſuch an accident, becauſe ſhee had beene fo 
kindly vſed and nuzled amongſt them before; 
whereas otherwiſe for want of this kind of care- 
full ordering and gouerning at the firſt, if ſhee 

| — ſhould 
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ſhould chance to take any frighcor ſudden feare 


with a dogge, ſhee would neuer abide them a- 


gaine, being a Hawke lo coy and apte vnto it, 
and alſo ſtrong and well abſe to carry her prey 
away: ſhee were "= and for euer made; for 
thee wil too ſoone know her owneſtrength,and 


whenſoeuer ſhee ſhall haue a Partridge in her 
foote, ſhee will ſuifer neither man nor dogge to 


come neare her, but ſhee will carry it away and 
prey beef if ſne ſhould doebut onely 
once, that is as muchas one hundreth, for ſhee 
will neuer be reclaimed from it. And this is the 
onely fault the Ramage Launer is ſubiect 
vnto, and alſo the beſt end of as many 
as falls not into a carefull, skif- 
full, and painfull Faul- 
coners hand.

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CHAP. XXV.

I cannot be denied but that 

there hath beene Hawkes of 
this kinde, both vpward and 
high flying, and allo ſtowt 
Ae and tough of their wings to 

D maintaine the ſame. And I 
haue as often maruelled with my ſelfe what the 
reaſon ſhould be, that in my time no man (of 
my knowledge) hath euer made triall what per- 
fection ſuch a Hawke might be brought vnto for 
the Riuer, conſidering they be alfo hardie e- 


nough. Likewiſe I doe very well remember, 


that when I was but very young of yeares my 


ſelfe, 
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ſelfe, I heard an ancient Gentleman report, that 
in former times they were vſually flone there- 
unto, and were held in great eſtimation for the 
ſame; and in thoſe times the Hag gart Falcon 
was not knowne: He likewiſe affirmed that hee 
had a Lanner himſelfe that would flye very high 
and very long, euen like vnto the wilde Hobbre , 
the which was bred in Molton Parke: and in 
drawing through the young ſprings, himſelfe 
and his Spaniels in a Forreſt where hee liued 7 as 
he often vſed to doe, with his Hawke high flying 
ouer him, he hath ſometimes put vp fowle vn- 
awares vnto him that vſed to lye in plathie or 
waterie places in the ſaid Groues or buſhie clo- 
ſes, the which ſhe would not miſſe, but kill one 
of them at her down-come. Allo at other times 
the Feſant cocke, the Woodcocke and the Par- 
trige; and for theſe things that I haue named, 
there could not any of them come to her amiſſe, 
ſuch was the excellency and goodneſſe hee had 
brought her vnto through his plaine and fimple. 
skill: for of my owne knowledge he was no Fal- 
coner, although he had ſome loue and little vn- 
derſtanding, as many others haue that likes well 
the ſport. Now if this were true, as L doe verily 
beleeue it was, for that hee was a man, as I haue 
told you, truely auncient, and of good reputa- 
tion: wherefore then ſhould not wee in theſe 
daies and times of more experience, & greater 
knowledge, in ſome ſort, ſhake off this habit of 
ſloath & idlenefle that we haue been trained 'p

and nuxled in this many yeares? and ſummon 
our wits and devices together, not only to teach 
vstread the path of our ancient friends, and 
imitate their inuentions, but alſo well to ap- 
plaud them for the ſame with due reſpe& to 
their inſtructions ? Bat ſome man may replye 
and ſay, Wherefore ſhould wee ſo much trou- 
ble our ſelues with ſuch dull metled humours as 
they bee, that will aske ſo much labour and 
paines about them, before they can be brought 
to any perfection? There is the braue ſpirited 
Haggard Falcon Gentle, ſhee will bee reclaimed 
and made with a trice; and ſhce is of a louing 
diſpoſition, and alſo as franke and free of her 
mettle : aud therefore if wee will beſtow on her 
but one three weckes, or a moneths well luring 
and training with Dones to cauſe ker to lone vs, 


ſhee will be wholly wedded to vs, and will not 


away. And moreouer, ſhe will as ſodainel 
vnderſtand what ſhee ſhould doe; for ſhee will 
not require much inſtruction. And this is the 
bird worthy of due commendation. To the 

which ſaying y_ and will fay no leſſe, for I 
can no way wiſely diſpraiſc her; for if I ſhould, 
I muſt doe both my ſelfe great wrong, and her 
alſo, that before I have ſo highly commended: 

it thusfarre give me leaue to anſwere, as it is 

in ſome ſort truely ſaid, and may alſo be as well 
performed with ſome Hawke, ſo is it on the o- 
ther ſide, as ſlightly and fimply anſwered and it 
is as commonin t 
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. knownein my time many ſhephear 


of little or no vnderſtanding, that hath but new- 
lie gotten his arte onely in fit tearmes and phra · 
ſes, and for any other reaſon they haue ot can 
alleage about ſuch a Hawke, or of what elſe be · 
longs vnto her, but onely that common ſaying 
by euery one of well lauing the Haggare [ haue 

s rclorting 
to Hawking places, that I durſt haue vnderta- 


ken to haue taught any of them with a few 


plaine inſtructions in one fortnight to haue per- 
formed as much ſo well as they, with ſome 


Haie of the kinde, although there be ſome o- 


ther of the ſame generation that will put twenty 
wiſer men then they to their ſhifts: but IW ould 
very faine heare of one of theſe ſelſe conceited 
young men that would ſomewhat withdraw 
his affection from theſe kinde of # awhkes that are 
ſo eaſily, and with little paines reclaimed, and 
will in a manner as they ſuppoſe, euen make 
themſelues. I would ſee him to vndertake tbe 


 Ramage Launer, and with all his wiſedome make 


her ſeeme a Faulconers Hawke to the brooke, 
that will not make her ſelfe neyther be framed: 
by another without both labour and kill: in- 
deede: truely hee ſhould deſerue much com- 
mendationa for his well performing ofthis bu- 
ſineſſe a and more then for any ſuch herein as. 
hee deemes is not required much An, paines, 
or any great attendance. And for him that will 
bend his minde, and will be willing to practiſe 
herein, I will thew him my adulce, 2 
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beſt directions from my author, or owne vnder - 
ſaanding chat I may afford him. 5

Hawke, and higheſt flier of any kinde, may bee

And let her diet beſuch, 
and the quantity thereof with a hand ceriaine 
and ſteadily kept on her; as that it may main- 
taine health and ſtrength to preſerue her; for hee 
that hath not ſo much diſcretion as to conſider 
of this order, and to gouerne and to vſe this 
Hawke thereafter, ſhall neuer haue her to flie cer- 
tainely, but euen as ſhc is fed diſorderly, ſo ſnee 
will performe her ſeruice as careleſſy.

Iknow there will bee an expectation at my 
hand of ſome rules of Phy ſicke for theſe kinds 
of Hawkes, and the beſt anſwere that I neede to 
make vnto it, is this: Firſt, there is no ſound 
Hawke whatſoeger, that ſhall haue need of any: 
ſuch thing, vnleſſe it bee ro. confound her, that 
otherwiſe would doe well; and for theſo xinde 
of Hawkes, it goes hard. with them when they 
thall haue any ſuch occaſion: and therefore by 
my counſell, let every man that hath his Hawke 
ſound and well, ſtriue and bee carefullto keepe 
her ſo ; for it is farre more eaſier to doe ſo, then 
when he hath through negligence or euill order 


abuſed or put her out of temper, to amend her 


with Phyſicke againe:neyther can he euer do it, 
vnleſſe in ſome appliment for an apparant our- 
ward accident; but otherwiſe, for any inward 
medicine, let it be euen cleane feed, well waſſit, 
and tones with diſcretion, and once in a weeke 
to the full and hard Hawkezand N 
ioy ne ſome ſalendine with them, to cleanſe and 


purge her of ſuch glit, and other imperfection

downe to reſt the night time, in ſome moiſt or 
dampe place, low, neere vnto ſome earthen 
floore; wherefore it is neceflary that yon be e- 
uermore careful! to ſet them vp as high as you 
can in ſuch places, and vpon ſome thing or o- 
ther that they may reſt warme vpon, after their- 
bodies and bloud hath beene extraordinari- 
ly heat and chafed, to preuent that danger; for. 
they will not brooke co fit in the night time 
neere to the moiſt earth as other Hawłes will 
doe, and it hath oft times cauſed the Crampe to 
lay hold vpon euery ioynt and limme of the 


whole body; and for that Ihaue already written 


fo largely of the ſame diſeaſe, and what may be 
done for the recouery of it, I will keere ſay no 
more, but that the beſt courſe is through care 
and diligence to ſecke to preuent the comming 
of it. Alſo for the Nye that is taken through the 
ſame occaſion, and is a faſt- ſetled griefe & ſtuf- 
fing in the head; and will, if it be not quickly 
found, and as ſodainely lookt vnto, grow ey- 
ther to a drie frownce. or a wet, or otherwiſe a 
continuall moiſt humour, which will hardly be 
euer cured; for example, Thad a Mawke ſent 
me the laſt Mickhaelmas from Sir Milliam Mood - 
domes, winking of one eye, the which proceeded 
of acontinuall cold in the head as I plainly per- 
ceiuedʒ and after I had a little looſened it by one 
couer that was growne in the cheſt of his Pallat, 
and another cloſe by his eare, on the ſame ſide 
that he winked on, which I took away: and alſo. 
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was inforced to burne one of his nares to open 
that which was quite ſtopt vp, Ivſed all the 
meanes I could to purge and cleanſe it, and hee 
ceaſed notienery other day to throw and caſt 
out ſome filth, and in time ſo much, as it is not 
to be imagined or ſpoken of, during the time vn- 
till after the Chriftmas following, and then it 
eeaſed and dried vp on the ſodaine. This plain · 
ly ſaewes what a fault and ouer · ſight it is in any 
man that wil not when he may, ſo eaſily preuent 
ſuch things before they doe come, or otherwiſe 
when they are taken to be carcles and vnmind- 
full to eſpie them, but to let them run and grow 


on vntill they be vnrecouerable; therfore when -

His diſeaſe of infirmity that wee

ought to doe, but atherwile to drop farre ſhort 
ſome part of it diſperſt aſunder from the other; 
& alſo paſſes not clearely with eaſe, but comes 
harſhly and hardly from her; all which ſignes 
and ſhewes are apparant and eaſie to bee percei- 
ued. And therefore the keeper is ſo much the 
more to be blamed that ſhall deferre any time, 
and fuffer the cure thereof to be negleRed ; for 
by that meanes the griefe is growne to be more 
dangerous and deadly: whereas otherwiſe it is 
of no moment, but may bee very eaſily amen- 
ded; for you are to remember that this particu- 
lar infirmity proceedes alſo of cold, as the other 
doth that I haue before named, but yet after a- 
nother faſhion : For I let you know before that 
cold: And this which now I ſpeake of, is en 
by acontinuange ef groſſe and cold waſht —_

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that is giuen the Hawke to feede vpon, which 
this kinde will not endure or laſt withall; for it 
will conſume them inwardly where it cannot 
be ſeene, as in thoſe places, and after the manner 
as ſhall appeare heereafter plaine vnto you. It 
is not vnknown but that the gorge of the Hawke 
is the firſt place and onely receptacle or harbor 
of ſuch ſuſtenance as thee alwaies takes to nou-- 
riſh her whole body withall, and is vnto her as a 
maine and cleane conduit, the which being fil- - 
led with pure & cleare liquor, it is not tainted or 
made vnſauorie there, but let paſſe in due time 
further into ſmaller veſſels, more fine then it 
was before, to ſerue for other vſes: Euen ſo on 
the contrary it is with the Hawke ; for if her 
gorge be filled with ſtale and groſſe colde meat, 
contrary to her naturall inclination, it will ſoone 
grow vnſauory there, and her ſtomacke will 
abhorre to entertaine it, and alſo the otker more 
ſecret paſſages will be annoyed thereby, which 
will quickely turne to her deſtruction. As for 
example, I haue knowne diners Hawkes that 
hath died on this. occafion, whoſe inward and 
inuiſible infirmity hath neuer beene miſtruſted, 
but onely hath praiſed and wroughton the 
tuel for remedie z neuertheleſſe when ſhee hath: 
beene opened, the very gorge hath beene like 
vnto chawke with the panell, and the next ven- 
ting place into the ſmall guts hath beene euen 
burnt & eaten with heat like vnto the Frownce, .

free paſſage: all which proceede from ſuch vn · 
naturall ale diet as the ſtomacke could not wel

dineſſe receiue it, yet afterwards the ſtomacke 
will be choyce and vnwilling to taſte of it, as 


Fou may well perceive when it hath beene kept 


ſo long as that it begins to waxẽ windie, ſowre, 
& diſtaſtfull, and by the courſe of nature would 
faine be caſed and emptied of ſome part there- 
of, which doth ſo much annoy and offend her; 
as you may ſee by her often writhing and ſtri- 
uing to remoue it, and put it downeinto the 
pannell: and when ſne hath in ſome meaſure ſo 
done, through nature: violent forcing, yet it is 
alſo therein ſo long detained, and vnkindly di- 
geſted, as that by vertue of it, ſnee doth not win 
to her ſelfe any natural! or kindly comfort; but 
otherwiſe euill imperfections and humours of 
moyſture doth atiſe thereon, which aſcends vp 
into the head, whereby all that part is moleſted: 
otherwiſe there is left downewards much vnna- 


turall heate and oppilations or ſtoppings tliat 


infects the body and ſecret paſſages; where- 
upon this diſeaſe which we call the Craze doth 
proceed, with many others: Wherefore it be- 
houeth euery man to reſpect his Hawke, better, 


then at any time to cloye or clog her with ſuch 


groſſe and vnkindly feeding, but otherwiſe with 
care to giue her her due as neere as hee mav, 
according

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according to her deſeruing and naturall diſpofi- 
tion; withall further obſeruing other ſuch ne- 


ceſſary courſes belonging in due time and ſea - 


ſon,as I haue in many places appointed by pre- 
ſcriptions, and in ſo doing hee ſhall neuer haue 
neede to take care for eyther ſcowring or medi- 
cine, but ſhall euermore haue his Hamte accor- 
ding ta his ownelikipg, full lofty and firong , 
well able to performe her bu fineſſe after the beſt 
manner; whereas the other that (hall be careleſſe 
and forgetfull, & is well pleaſed if he may pam- 
per her with any thing, and is as vnreſpectiue of 
other wants or needs appertaining : hee ſhall 
ſeldome or neuer haue his Hawke perfect and 
healchfull, but euer out of tune and vnficte 


to doe any thing; whereas before through ill 


dyet and diſorder your Hawke caught this diſ- 
caſe, ſo now on the contrary, and eſpecially, by 
meanes of better vſage and good diet, with ſome 
other appliment, you muſt reſtore her to health 
againe: whereforeſo ſdone as it is perceiued, you 
muſt temember that you are not onely to de- 
ſtroy and kill the Craye alone, but alſo ſuch o- 
ther euils as waites and partakes with that in the 
vanaturall working the poore Hawkes deſolati- 
on, which is cold and moiſt, raw humours aſ- 
cending vp into the head, and otherwiſe vnna- 
turall heat and drowth', with oppilations or 
toppings poſſeſſing the body and interior paſ- 
ſages; all which ought to be particularly conſi- 
dered of, and your remedy | appli 
e

ed accordingly. Then firſt you muſt betkinke 
your ſelfe of her diet, that it may be of light and 
coole meates, eaſie to be diſgeſted, as of Hens 
fleſb, Chickens, you ng Pigeons, Rabbets, new 
Sheepes-hearts, Porke, Pig ofthe ſhoulder and 
the heart: then muſt you prouide the ſweeteſt 
freſh butter of the neweſt gathering that may 
be, and boyle and ſcum it well with halfea ſcore 
bruiſed cloves of mace in itʒ and when you haue 
ſo done, in the cooling put in a little of the pow- 
der of Rue, and ſo keepe it cloſe in a boxe, and 
as often as you doe feed, anoint her meat there - 
with, the oftner the better, ſo that the gorges be 
eaſie, according to the Hamtes abilitie, and the 
power of the infirmitie: and for certaine, this 
will not faile onely to open and looſen the head, 
but alſo diſperſethoſe other humors in the bo- 
die, and ſcower them away that was cauſe of the 
fundricdiſcales. Now when you haue ſeen this 
buſineſſe thus well effected in the head by her 
countenance and other appearance there; and 
alſo that ſhee mutes and ſlices well from her a- 
gaine, neuertheleſſe it may well be her head was 
but onely looſened, will haue ſome need alſo to 
be better purged, and clearely cleanſed. Like- 
wiſe for the body & inward paſſages, although 
— were or are newly ſcowred, yet neuerthe- 

e they may require ſome more labor therein, 
and alſo to be throughly cooled.

yet a little longer, then may you put her to it, 


as eyther to the Partridge, the quaile, the clot 


bird in the fallow fields which is a very fat and a 
dainty bird much like vnto the Martine, the 
Warwinckle, which is a pyed bird, and vſes moſt 
in paſtur- ground, or other champane places, 
whereas growes great and tall buſhes, one ſome 
place or diſtance from the other;whereas I haue 
ſcene an hundred ſtoopings vpon one of the 
ſame birds before it could be kild, which is moſt 
excellent ſport, and full of delight; for if the 
buſhes ſtands not ſome reaſonable diftance a- 
part, the bird will be ſo terrified at the ſight of 
the Hobbie, as you may almoſt take it with your 
hand, and when you thinke it meete, in the end 
you may kill it with a ſtone bow, and throw it 
to the Hawke. Alſo for the Larke I am not able 
with my pen to expreſſe the delight and paſſing 
pleaſure that is in that flight, but indeede the 
Eyns is the very beſt for the mount; for after ſhe 


hach but wroughtthree or fowre ſeeled Larkes 


and preyed on them, ſhee will neuer give ouer, 
but worke into the high ayre after the Larke, ſo 
it be in a en eee pl in country; forghere 
the policie and drift of the bird that nature _

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taught her, is, by being ſo exceeding high, and

When you are diſpoſed to haue one of theſe 
Hawkes to make to this flight, you muſt make 
your choyce of the formall, and take her from 
the neſt a little before ſne is able to fit vpon the 
ſide of the ſame; then muſt you prouide and 
make another neſt, and place it on ſome tree in 
eyther Orchard or Garden, where it may bee 
ſafe; and there ſhee muſt be fed by the man with

When as 
you ſhall finde her ſo apt and forward to that

And for Hunting, more ſpecially it is my opinion (if not 
indgement ) that b Iſaack would not haus tollerated, 
much leſſe commanded Eſaus hunting, if it had bin four 
full. Secondly;it is lawfull to kill the Creature in Cum. 
frian liberty Deere or Hare, or the the for meat or me 
ditine yea ſo to kill chen as they may be moſt vſefull 
behoafeful! for man, which is done bel ter by chaſe or 
conrſe, thencyther oy Gins or ſhooting (as experience 
ſhewes :) and (as ſome ſcrupulouſiyobielt) this is not to 


geaunisc euer the creature, in putting it by continuance 
of chaſe or courſe, to a more laſting paine, but rather to 
leſſen (enen as he that dies by degrees in a cenſumption, 


or that bleeds to death, dies more eaſily then hee that ts 
hewn with a ſword,asSamucl dide Agag al at once:)wel 
the ground being the legitimation of this exerciſe," as 
may arguments may conuince, if it ſhanld be contradi- 
Fed(the circumſtances of time, place, per ens, dulie and 
truly obſerued): nom becanſe theſe exerciſes are groſſely 


aud finfully abuſed by many looſe & licenti ous perſons, 
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that obſerut no circumſtances (which vſually make or 
marre the ations) they vſing it moſt that fand leaſt 
need; inreſpett of any calling or imploiment they baue, 
or vndertake, to wearie their ſpirits, or ſpend their bo- 
die or braine, hating their hearts ſo taken vp, and affe- 
ctions iutangled with it, as they ſpend and miſpend their 
golden and pretious time, two or three whole daies in 4 
weeks, making recreation halfe, if not all their yocati- 
on, trade, and occupation, turning all their meate into 
ſauce, yra the Sabboth it ſelfe, which ſboula be . 
to God and good duties, being prophaned and polluted by 
the diſcourſes of thrir chaſes and courſes with their 
hounds and hor ſes, or cantſers; I ſay, becanſe ſuch idle 
libertines doe abuſe this honeſt and harmeleſſe exerciſe, 
a it hath ener beene accounted, d may it not therefore 
be lawfully and conſcionably v(ed with moderation by 
« Magiſtrate, or Miniſter, or Lawyer, or * „er 
any ot her ſeriouſly imployed, which in any function heat 
their braines, waſt their bodies, weaken their ftrength, 
weary their ſpirits; that as ameanes (and bleſſing from 
God) by it their decayed frexgth may be reſtored, their 
vitall and animall ſpirits quich ned, refreſhed, aud reui- 
wed ; their health preſerued, aud they better tnabled(as 
a bow unbeuded fer ſhooting) to the diſcharging of theſe © 
weighty charges impoſed vpon them. Who will denie 
this, but eyther theſe that are block:ſbly ignorant, igno- 
rantly or blindly zealous, viciouſly profane, ſplenitiuely 


malicious, or critically, if not hypocritically cenſorious?
